Warrants Are Out 


- J. B." Crist was arrested at the Bur- 
ton Hotel at five o'clock this morn- 
ing by Police Officer Foster Harris 
a the man who last night rah into a 
wagon at Stokesland severely injur- 
ing. Will Capler, a farmer of Mayfield 
N. G.. and who later, it is further 
charged offered Insult to Hisses Ma- 
die and Maria Watlfngton, daughters 
of Gus Watlington ot Monroe street 
who drove the man off his front 
porch with a revolver after the latter 
had told him he was looking for some 
rooms. 
Crist was this morning released on 
$1,000 security for appearance in 
court on {Saturday morning. Theo 
Harris went his bond. In the Dan- 
ville court he is charged with a dis- 
turbance and with' driving recklessly 
At Schoolfield there is a warrant 
against him charging fast and reek- 
lees running making three warrants 
in all to be dispoed of. The identity of 
the man which was a mystery thru- 
out the night was traced through the 
Willys-Knight machine which was 
slightly damaged following the acci- 
dent at Stokesland. • 
'The activities of Crist were first ob- 
served about seven o*clock when Po- 
lice Sergeant Martin, observed an au- 
tompbile travelling down West Main 
street at-a rate of speed which elict- 
ed general surprise. "He was com- 
ing from Stokesland where earlier, it 
is charged, he bad ran into a wagon 
belonging to Capler throwing him out 
and cutting and bruising him severely. 
Crist, it is charged'dJ4 not stop af- 
ter hitting the wagon, but continued 
his journey to Danville, Capler going 
to the home of Magistrate R- 8. Pitts 
and making complaint of the motor- 
ist's behavior. 
At about half ,past eight o'clock 
the Misses Watlingrton who had been 
to the moving picture theatre were 
returning unaccompanied to their 
home on Monroe street by way of 
Union street 
The two young women 
were allowed to testify this morn- 
ing in order to obviate the necessity 
of- their coming back to court on Sat- 
urday. 
Their evidence was"<nat at 


~ibn Warehouse Crist in his car 
drove ^ap to' them 7 and sajd "hey. 
ilieri." and other remarks^Whlch in- 
dicated that -fecvwstfifed tftero "to"K 
into his car. The girls said they hur- 
ried "on'but Crist backed his car 
keeping pace'with th^m continuing 
his reniirks-until they reached Mon- 
roe'street. Crist drove his car^b^cfc- 
wards round the-corner also. Itseems. 
but the-girls ran to their home and 
notified, their father of what .had oc- 
curred. 
- Watlington who did not testify^ this 
morning states 'that his daughters 
were very frightened and urged Him 
to get his pistol and to shoot the 
man who was on*the porch for Crist 
had left his car and had walked onto 
the -porch where he knocked, on the 
door. Watlington appeared, pistol In 
hand and asked him what he wanted 
Crist saying that he was trying..to 
find some rooms. "Watlington warn- 
ed 1dm to get off the premises as 
quickly as possible and he did so at 
once. 
Policemen were notified soon after 
th* ocurrence but could find no trace 
of the man until early today his car 
standing on the street with the bent 
lender gave the clue which led to his 
arrest. 
Crist has retained counsel to repre- 
sent him. 
The attorney said this 
monuas; that the affair had been 
misrepresented and that his testi- 
mony would reveal a different story.

Comity, Shoots Lai&feiK 
Smack; Out on $1,000 Bail 
—Daughter Refutes Par- 
ent. 


SXOW HILL, Md. Sept. 13.—Brood- 


igr over an alleged insult to the honor 
f his daughter caused Bdward Jone». 
a farmer of Queponco,*to shoot and 
-till ^Lawrence Smack. 29. B. farmer at 
ronshire this morning. 


Shortly before 11 o'clock Jones came 
up to West's store at Ironshire. on the 
ro'nt porch of which Smack was sit- 
ting. 
He approached with a gruff 
greeting, according to witnesses, and 
went into the store. Smack arose and 
started in the direction of Guillen's 
store, less than 100 feet away Jones 
2ame oat and called to Smack, who 
returned. As the 
two 
drew near, 


nes drew a revolver and 
fired 


Smack turned and ran to the porch 
of the Quillcn store and fell with his 
lead against the,doorway. Jones fol- 
owed and emptied his revolver into 
the postrate form. 
He then got into his automobile and 


Irove to his garage at Berlin. There 
he found Chief of Police Brittingham 
and surrendered his weapon and him- 
,elf. 
He was driven to Snow Hill 


n his own automobile and placed in 
ho county jail. 
Four men who were sitting on the 
porches of the stores censed the ap- 
troaching tragedy and made for cover, 
"he onlv witness of the, final shots 
wa* William Bratten. a deaf 
route, 


employed in the store of Walter West. 


The shooting was the culmination 
of a quarrel of several weeks' standing 
tetween the two men. and Jones, it 
* alleged, has been threatening to 
kill Smack for more than a month 
'he quarrel arose when Sallie. the 
7-year-old daughter of Jones, took 
poison oh July 29. Smack was accus- 
ed of poisoning the girl and was he2d 
under 91.QC0 bail for 
the October 
court. According to Mrs. Elsie Smack, 
wife of the slain man.- the jrirl had 
been absent from home all the day 
ircvlous to taking the poison. 
Her 


lusband. Mrs. Smack said, had been 
away in the afternoon playing base- 
tall. Gossip among th<- farm hano> 
coupled the nanr-s of the two. Th* 
Smacks were at that timo working at 
he Jones place. 
The girl returned 
home and attcr a quarrel with h*r 


mly swallowed th* poison. Sirs. 


Smack said Salli* had told her whore 
he was going and had asked her to 
rcomj»any her. but she had not told 


her family. 
That night Mrs. Sma*-:: was wtrwvl 


by her mother, who is a sister of Mr-s 
its. to tell Lawrpnc<! to make him- 
f sal> and do it quick. Mrs. Smack 


Said that she delivered the message 


to her husband who had retired, but 
'hat he professed ignorance iff any 
cause as to why he should hide., About

his residence, with* a shot gun. Mrs 
Smack, h^r father and brotner weni 
down to Jones, she said. He asked 
where Smack was, saying he had co.nt 
to kill him. 
Mrs. Smack said Jotics 


went away -only when he was told that 
Smack was not at home. Mrs. Smack 
said that she pleaded with her uncle 
to remember her and Tier little son, 
and that he had replied- "If I tkip the 
gallows, you will never want for any- 
thing." 


Since then it is said that Jones and 
Smack have 'met, the last time pre- 
vious to today being Sundry, when 
both attended a colored camp meeting 
nearby and spent considerable time 
within a Short distance of each other 
Smack lived for about 15 minutes 


after the last phot was f^red, but died 
before medical assistance could be 
summoned. William A. McAllen. mag- 
istrate at Snow HiH. empanelled 
a 
coroner's Jury which rendered - the 
verdict that Jones feloniously, volun- 
tarily. and with malice aforethought 
shot Smack in cold blood. 
Jones was known as a prosperous 
farmer. He owned a garage In Ber- 
lin and sold farm machinery there. He 
was a candidate for county commis- 
sioner1 on the people's party ticket In 
the last general election. 


Miss Jones has made various affi- 
davits to the effect that she has had 
no illicit relations with Smack and 
that he did not give her the poison 
which .she took. 
•Jones is being held in the Snow Hill 


jail without bail awaiting the conven- 
ing of the October court. Smack's 
body was taken to the home of his 
brother Hamiltor Smack, after the 
inquest.

In addition to Mr. Warfleld. Mr. 
Jswell and hit executive council, the 
meeting was attended by Daniel Wll- 
lard, president of the Baltimore and 
Ohio and A. H. Smith, president of 
the New York Central. The btsis for 
peace was agreed to by both factions. 
Then Mr. Jewell and his officers re- 
turned to Chicago while Mr. Warfteld 
began active campaign 
to line up 
eastern roads. Mr. Wlllard came west 
and opened secret conference here 
with western railroad Jftecutlves. 


Last Thursday Mr. Jewell authoriz- 
ed a call for his policy committee to 
meet in Chicago September 11. Near- 
ly all the first meeting was consumed 
by a session of the executive coun- 
cil. 
That afternoon they reported In 
the Willard-Jewell agreement. Then 
began a struggle for peace with Mr. 
Jewell, his executive council and 
strike chairmen on western railroads 
endeavoring to bring into the peace 
line chairmen on roads not 
parties 


to the agreement. 


Not until peace was voted did the 
details of the bitter fight became 
known 
For three days Mr. Jewell 
asd his associates talked, pleaded and 
argued for an acceptance of the set- 
tlement basis pjan. Fearing failure, 
he did not entertain a motion for a 
vote on the proposition until it was 
virtually assured that he would have 
the necessary majority behind him. 
The terms of the agreement are 
those offered at New York with a 
few sl'ght changes made necessary 
to mollify the oposition In the union's 
ranks With these terms as basis, sys- 
tem fede.-ilons on roads not now 
paitles to the agreement are authoriz- 
ed to enter peace negotiations with 
proper railroad officers. 
Until these 
employes are returned to work, they 
will be assisted financially by those 
who are employed. 


Present employes and the strikers 
will be retained by the railroads sign- 
ing the Jewell-Wlllard 
agreement. 
The old men are to return to their 
former positions at the present rates 
of pay not later than 30 days after 
the agreement is signed. All strikers 
with the exception of those found guil- 
ty of acts of violence are to be oft the 
railroad's payroll at the end of the 
30 days period. Men will be called 
back to work in the order of their 
standing. 


Anticipating disputes arising out of 
the men's return to work, the agree- 
inent provides for an arbitration com- 
mission, composed of six railroad rep- 
resentatives 
and 
six shop 
crafts 


agents. 


On the belief that many carriers 
follow those who were parties to 
this agreement, it was understood to- 
night the shop crafts officials place 
their hopes of a nation-wide settle- 
ment of the strike. 
The action of 
the agreeing roads, they were said to 
believe will force the other to the 
same terms. 
Just how soon men on the "peace1 


ra&road will return to work could not 
be learned tonight, but it was predict- 
ed that orders ending the strike, on 
some .roads will be issued within a few 
hours. 
The peace settlement plan also will 
apnly to the Brotherhood of Station- 
ary Firemen and Oilers, some 15,000 
members of which followed the strike 
action of the six federated shop crafts.

said And added that the negotiations 
with the roads would begin at once. 


Mr. Jewell said: 
"We have agreed to the terms or 
of a settlement yielding wherever pos- 
sible and standing where there was no 
other avenue open honorably to those 
we represent."

Sept. 18.—Home »«"* 
n Russia, nearly as popular In the 
Id days »• tea drinking, is slowly 
°Th«re are so many race followers 
n Rusiia that even during the world 
war it went on about a» usual. Not 
until the revolution camo when the 
ountry was almost turned n!»td8«ut. 
was racing forctd to close down. Four 
years ago. when racing was actually 
•iv*n up. millions of persons thought 
t meant the end of everything. 
But this summer 
harness racing 
ecan again in Petrograd, Moscow 
and various other cities. 
Mow Rus- 
ia. or at least the racing fa he. are 
beginning to feel that after all the 
world has started to right itself again, 
The governmen conducts the sport: 


he parl-mutuel system of betting, the 
:onc«Mlons at the tracks and every- 
hing in general, and the army helps 
o keep things going in orderly fash- 
on. Soldiers see to it that no one 
gets in free, and that there- are no 
mall boys, nor men. peeping through 
he fences. A soldier band furnishes 
music 
between 
races, 
when 
the 
crowd scrambles to place its rubles 
on its favorite horse. The racing in 
Joscow goes on three days a .week. 
The tr*ck is Just at the edge-of town, 
near many fine old residences, now 
ommunlty houses with a tin stove 
protruding from every other win- 


All the profits, as the government 
announced at the beglning, go to- 
ward a fund for the relief of suffer- 
ers in the famine districts. The races 
re under the direct charge of the 
Soviet Horse Department 
of which 
_cneral Brussiloff is the chief. Gen- 
eral Brussilo* is as well known in 


fofehis interest in clean sports 
as he was &s a fighting man. 
Individual hore owners participate 


n the various events, but the ma- 
iorit> of the trotters are owned by 
the government Many of the horses 
were sired by American stallions 
If Russia has her troubles, they are 
not in evidence at the pavillion. There 
are more smiling faces and laughter 
at the races than any other place in 
Moscpw. 
The track itself is as good as ever, 
but the block-long grand-stand is all 
run down at the heel, like so much 
of Russia. 
It has not been painted 


in seven or eight years, and many 
of the fixtures have been torn away 
for fire wood, perhaps in winter. 
But the crowd is the tb'ng, and 
there are nearly as many women as 
men. The latter in general appear- 
ance are healthy and well-fed, and 
here and there a fat man bobs about 
in the excitement of winning or los- 
ing a bet. Many of them wear straw 
hats and pongee suits, naturally yel- 
low, but more yellow than ever now 
with wear and age. Ordinary trousers 
and the white linen Russian blouses 
are the popular dress for the men. 
as they are cool and cheap. 
The women as a rule are fairly 
well-dressed, as fashions go today in 
Russia. But none are fat—only a le\v 
.are even plump. Their dresses are of 
good material, in most instances pre- 
war stuff, altered and made over time 
and again during the years of stress 
until, if inspected closely, one may 
see the sewing marks and shadows 
of the cuts of the previous ararnge- 
ment. 
The millinery has a suggestion of 
smartness—at a. distance. There are 
still some Parisian styles in Moscow, 
copied from the 
books on modes. 
"Many of the women wear diamonds

Farmer-Labor candidate: in the fourth 
one candidate from each of the three 
parties: and in the fifth two Demo- 
crats, one Republican and one Farm- 
er-Labor will batt'e. 
Poindexter is and has been opposed 


by many elements, many 
of them 


within the Republican party prior to 
this year, but now members and part 
and parcel of the Farmer-Labor par- 
ty, because of his record, in Congress 
much of which his opponents have 
claimed to be at odds with the wll 
of the majority of his constituency.

That there are 
mistakes made by enforcement 
of- 
ficers I dare say is true, in fact the 
-Judges of Courts sometimes err. and 


5n many instances are reversed by 
higher tribunals. 
Some enforcement 


officers may even cimmit crime, but 
all bootleggers do, and the Jaw pro- 
-vides punishment for both classes of 
'violators. 


In a recent issue, you printed a 


Complaint from a tourist, who claim- 
ed to have been held up and fired at 
near Mt. Cross, but it later transpired 
"mat this innocent was unable to re- 
ntal his identity, and a later comment 


"•In your paper Indicates the reason for 
his concealment to be that he was 


• bootlegging whiskey. My information 
-~'Ia that the bootlegger in this case at- 
- Sacked the officer; that in a fusillade 


of 
shots whiskey 
containers were 
'pierced and that the officials follow- 
ed the whiskey trail along the road 
-for some distance. I did not witness 
•*this incident, but expect my informa- 
•.tion is quite as accurate as that given 
,.;by the bootlegger. 
-" Touching the other phase of the 
: "(question, the majority rule, I would 
--remind you before.submission of the 
"•'amendment to our Constitution, mak- 
ing the manufacture, 
transportation 


and sale of intoxicating liquors, for 
' beverage purposes, illegal, that 34 or 
:sthe 48 states, had prohibition by state 
Enactments, and our State of Virginia, 


I am glad to remind you, is among 
'these, having registered her will and 
before the war, by a decisive major- 
ity 46 of the 48 States, ratified this 
"Amendment, the two states failing to 
^ratify. Rhode Island and Connecticut, 


have less than 3 per cent of the pop- 
ulation of the nation, and less than 
% of 1 per cent, o its area. This leg- 
islation was all enacted before we en- 
tered the world war, and therefore 
before any soldiers were sent beyond 
their voting precincts. This appears 
to me as a decisive majority. 


I believe you will agree with me 
that no effort for enforcement has had 
the support of those who advocate 
•wine and beer. Te law has been at- 
tacked from the start. Do you not 
agree -with me also that better re- 
sults might be achieved if those who 
seek to discredit the law will lend 
their aid aria moral support to its en- 
forcement. 
If the Prohibitoin Law 


can be milified otherwise than by the 
method fixed by our constitution, what 
guarantee have we that any other 
law cannot also? 
You admit that no one wants the 


saloon back. "Wine and beer cannot 
reach the consumer otherwise than 
through some selling agency, and a 
rose by any other name would smell 
just as sweet, 
Again 10 per cent wine and 4 per 
cent beer- are,in,tqxicating,...why not 
dilute 100 per cent whiskey to these 
points. There are certainly some who 
after having gotten wine and beer 
would prefer whiskey, 
in fact 
the 


. leaders of many of the organizations 
.'against prohibition, 
and there 
are 
"about 40 of these in the nation, admit 
v;that wine and beer are only an enter- 


ing wedge, and that the repeal of the 
18th Amendment is their goal. Any 
law seeking to legalize the sale of in- 
toxicants would be a plain ^violation of 
the 18th Amendment and would en- 
Dourage the violation of other laws. 
In fact making a joke of prohibition, 
has already had this effect and I re- 
gret to say many good people have 
leijj their assistance in just this way 
In'making an unsavory reputation for 
toanville. 
I am aware of the -fact 
that many voted for prohibition be- 
lieving they coald prohibit the other 
fellow and still get theirs. Finding 
this increasinly difficult, they are now 
Clamoring for wine and bear, 
but 


wish the place at which it is sold call- 
ed by some other name than saloon, 
while the only legal way to reinstate 
-wine and beer is by repeal of the 18th 
Amendment. 
This would open the 


saloon again, but you could call it 
by some other name if it is believed 
this would lessen the crime and blood- 
shed that has alwavs followed in ik: 
•wake.

KEMAL PLANS NEW MOSLEM EMPIRE; 


ROUT OF GREEKS IS FIRST STEP 


(By NORRIS W. QUINN.) 


N 


EW YORK, Sept. 14.—In the oc- 


cupation of Smyrna and the rout 


of Greek troops along the whole 
coast of Asia Minor, Mustapha Kemal 
Pasha, hitherto obscure head of the 
Turkish Nationalist government at 
Angora, has -accomplished more than 
a momentary military victory. 


Kemal has made himself military 


and political leader of Islam and will 
now be looked upon as the head of 
the great 
Mohammedan fraternity 


comprising almost a third of the 
world's population, with ramifications 
reaching over into our own Philip- 
pines., 


The Turkish leader, now is planning 


to use to the greatest posible advan- 
tage the prestige gained by his vic- 
tory over the Greeks. 


Playing- on the__peculiar political in- 


fluence Mohammedans are ,able to 
wield in the colonial possessions of 
the great powers, Kemal today is pre- 
paring to take the first step toward 
welding all Islam together into a po- 
litico-religious empire—the restora- 
tion of the glorious caliphate of old. 


Kemal'a Plans 


This information comes from un- 


official Kemalist aids in the Oriental 
quarter of New York who for months 
have been in continual touch with 
Kemalist heads in Angora and Con- 
stantinople. 


Here are Kemal's plans, as under- 


stood by his friends and supporters 
here: 


1—To conclude a. peace with Greece 


which will restore Turkey to the 
same territorial importance it enjoy- 
ed before the world war, except that 
he will allow Constantinople to be in- 
ternationalized,

position from the great powers, his 
friends here say. 
The i'u-.vc-rs will accede to the Turk- ' 


ish, leader's demands because' they 
fear refusal would bring about re- 
bellion among Mohammedan .elements 
in their possessions. 
This applies to 


Great Britain, "France and Italy. 


At the peace table Kemal will 


force the abrogation of the treaty of 
Sevres, signed after the world war, 
which chopped off much of Turkey's 
territory. 


Kemal, however, will allow the In- 
ternationalization of Constantinople, 
only demanding that he be permitted 
to act as guardian of the holy Mo- 
hammedan places there or that he 
have power to name the guardian. 


Under Way 


The second step—making Angora a 


world center of Mohammedanism— 
already is "under way.- The city is 
being elarged and beautified. Plans 
are being made for a great Moslem 
university there. , 


Conclusion of pacts with Moham- 


medan leaders and rulsrs in other 
countries will be easy and Kemal \n!l 
see to it that each compact strength- 
ens his position as head of the Is- 
lamic world; 
The Ameer of Afghanistan, most 


powerful independent Moslem ruler 
has been eager to ally himself with 
any movement looking toward a re- 
storation of Mohammedan power. 


The Astached Mohammedan ele- 


ments of Syria and Arabia likewise 
are eager to attach themselves to 
some central power that will aid them 
in their fight againgt European ag- 
greslon- 


And Persia is tired of being de- 


spoiled by Europe. 


Already Kemal's. influence in North 


Africa. .Egypt and India has been 
seen and feared by Great Britain and 
France.

rence D. Tyson of Knorrille, Tenn., 
commander of the Fifty-Ninth Infan- 
try Brigade of the Thirtieth Division 
during its fighting to break the Hin- 
denburg line in 1918. 
General Tyson was.commissioned by 


the Tennessee Legislature, at its last 
session, to visit France for the spe- 
cific /purpose 
of marking strategic 


points where Tennessee troops had 
.figured during the World War. Ke 
has just returned from the tour and 
will make a formal report to th3 Leg- 
islature .n'ext i January. - 
' 
- • 
In an interview, with a. representa- 


tive of The Ctiristian Science Monitor 
he indicated that the plans of the War 
Department for marking all strategic 
points in which American troops from 
all states were engaged render urnee- 
essary the marking of tactical loca- 
tions of individual divisions by states 
from whence those divisions canje. He 
said: 
It is rny opinion that the states of 


North and South Carolina and Ten- 
nessee should erect a handsome monu- 
ment and wlace it at Bellicourt, in 
honor of the Thirtieth Division. This 
would be & monument which would be 
or the whole division.

A verv beautiful monument could be 
placed there for 150,00.0 francs, in 
other words $15,000 to $25,000, and 
I am confident that the states.will be 
willing, at the proper time, to make 
the necessary appropriations. 
If this 


cannot be done. 
I recommend that 


the division raise, the necessary money 
among members and friends. 
I want to see markers placed 
at 
Jeancourt, Requeval. Nauroy, Bran- 
court, Fremont ar.ci Slolain. to com- 
memorate the services of the Fifty- 
Ninth Brigade and the One Hundred 
and Seventeenth Infantry. I also fee: 
that a suitable monument should be 
placed in the Argonne Forest, 
and 
such other places as the artillery bri- 
gade distinguished itself. 
I found that many states are ap- 


pointing commissions to go to France, 
to ascertain the places where proper 
monuments and markers should be 
placed to commemorate the valor of 
their 
troops. 
Massachusetts 
and 


Pennsylvania are foremost in this re- 
spect. The former proposes to spend 
a large amount of money and has 
bought.a large amount of land for 
this purpose.

Hedge selling1 and 
iquidation by realizing longs furnish- 
ed a good part of the pressure against 
values but in the late trading the talk 
of new troubles In the Balkans was 
the main depressing influence and it 
closed the market at the lowest of tte 
day. at 20.91 for October with the 
trading posiions at net losses .of 25 
to~27 nolnts. At the highest of the 
day October stod at 21.58 witb the 
trading positions 27, to 32 points over 
yesterday's close. 
A much better Liverpool than due

prices. Buying was further stimulat- 
ed by reports of more New England 
mills settling labor troubles and re- 
suming operations and by a more fav- 
orable opinion of labor conditions in 
this country generally. The first up- 
ward mvement carried the market to 
its highest quotations for the day, 
however, as realizing almost imme- 
diately set* in among old longs. 
The weekly crop reports from, the 
government were called highly unfav- 
orable and a mid-month private bu- 
reau conditions report of 53.6 per 
cent, of no.rmal.

The market opened firm at an ad- 
vance of 13 to 23 points, on rela- 
tively firm cables, reports that trad- 
ers In Liverpool were scaling down 
their ideas of the crop and over night 
reports of a steadier, spot basis In; the 
Southwest. 
There was scattered 
Southern 
selling and 
considerable 
realizing but the early offerings were 
Well absorbed, with the market work- 
ing about 25 to 30 points net higher 
during the middle of the morning. 
January sold up to 22.13 and Octo- 
ber to 21.98, .making- recoveries of 
145 to 153 points from the low prices 
reached on "the reactions of last week. 
More realizing was attracted 'at the 
figures, while there also appeared to 
be a little more Southern selling later 
in the afternoon, and It was believed 
that some of yesterday's larger buy- 
ers •were liquidating their contracts. 
October sold off to 21.25 and January

The exhibt s made up 
of choce cons from the collecton of 
members.

' One of the most varied of the ex- 
hibits is that of.Eliott Smith. .One case 
contains only various war medals an4 
decorations with the sole exception'of 
two pieces of shoe or hat money from 
Siam. This money is silver and de- 
rives its name from the shape in 
which it is used. 
The" war m-da!s 
are for the most part from the world 
war. • but include .certain decorations 
from other wars. Many countries are 
represented in the display, the Order 
of the Rising Sun of Japan vying with 
the Distinguished Service Cross. 
The second Elliott Smith case pre- 
sents a varied selection of coins and 
paper -mon,ey. There are th* bronze 
coins of Ptolmey and the compound 
interest bearing' notes of our own 
treasury. 
Sir. .Smith also shows the 
largest coin in the -world—the Jap- 
anese oban. about the site of a man's 
palm, and he has on exhibit an Icdan 
one-quarter fanam. which is similar 
in sixe to a tennenny nail head. There 
is also a Victoria Cross given to. a man 
who focght at Lucknow. 
The Vic- 


toria Cross is seldo' mexhibited. be- 
cause it is such a rare decoration and 
is'supposed t oremain in the family of 
the person.to whom it is given. ' 


Edward T. Kewell ha san exhibit or 


forgeries of ancient Greek coins. In 
the same case with these forgeries are 
exhibited, by Gerge F. Bauer of Ro- 
chester, ancient coins, many of which 
,«re the originals which these forgeries 
duplicated.
